Geneva (UPI)-~ The United 
Slates and the Common Mar­ 
ket countries reached a com­ 
promise in tariff talks, puU- 
jng the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
ministerial conference back 
from the brink of failure. 
The Common Market ac­ 
cepted the American principle 
that tariffs must be cu t 
•iwross the board,” or evenly 
on 
all 
products, 
informed 
sources said. 
In t ur n, the Americans i 
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agreed that distortion of trade 
caused by high tariffs which 
stiU remain after cuts may 
be examined. 
Final details of the compro­ 
mise still w^ere being worked 
out. But a resolution embody­ 
ing the two views was ex­ 
pected to be voted in a plen­ 
ary session of the GATT con­ 
ference later. 
W e s t German Economics 
Minister Ludwig Erhard was 
the main 
architect of the 
compromise. 


He warned the Europeans 
and especially the French del­ 
egation that the Americans 
w^ould accept failure of the 
conference rather than give in 
on their principle that tariffs 
must be cut equally on all 
products. 
The American spokesman 
said, “ The Europeans h a v e 
dropped their plan.” 
This was a sliding scale of 
tariff cuts which the Ameri­ 
cans say would have reduced 


American tariffs by 12% and 
European t a r i f f s by 10%. 
These were considered to o 
low a cut to actually boost 
trade. 
The adopted American plan 
means tariffs can be cut up 
to 50 per cent on all prod­ 
ucts with a few exceptions, 
which must be worked o u t 
later. The exact percentage 
also will be decided later but 
it may be less than the per­ 
mitted 50%. 
The Common Market na­ 


tions would rather have a few 
high American tariffs c u t 
than a general cut. One of 
their targets is the U.S. tariff 
on chemicals, which the Eu­ 
ropeans claim keeps t h e m 
from competing on the Amer­ 
ican market with U.S. firms. 
The Kennedy administration 
believes that for tariff cuts 
to be effective in stimulating 
trade, they must be general, 
and must be instituted by both 
sides at the same percentage.

It would be unfortuna te, however, if the 
glitter of this ea sy money should obscuTe the 
other benefits tha t m ight com e from the study.

This 
would involve such fa r-rea ching cha nges a s 
ma king the sta te trea surer a n a ppointee of 
the governor, elimina ting the ta x commis­ 
sioner’s office a nd esta blishing a Legisla ture- 
directed a uditing depa rtm ent.

The deta iled recommenda tions of the a c­ 
counting ex perts should not be a ccepted a u­ 
toma tica lly. But they show enou» gh promise 
to wa rra nt long a nd ca reful study, even if it 
mea ns a n ex tension of a legusla tive session 
tha t a lrea dy promises to be a lengthy one. 
If the proposed cha nges a re good, they 
should be ena cted a s quickly a s possible. 
Since a number of them will require consti­ 
tutiona l a mendments to be voted on a t a 
sta te genera l election, they will ha ve to be 
pla ced on nex t yea r’s ba llot by the present 
Legisla ture if a two-yea r dela y is to be 
a voided.

Now the golden eagle has joined the bald eagle on the 
list of protected birds in U.S. 
Federal lawmakers in Washington finally got wise and 
enacted a law which went into effect this spring affording 
the golden eagle protection in all states.

.Montana and Wyoming, however, allowed this bird 
to be taken by any method, anytime. 
The golden eagle bill cites the bird’s value to agricul­ 
ture in rodent control, and claims it will afford greater 
protection to the bald eagles which were often mistaken 
by persons for a golden.

“ Ernie was perspiring when 
he sat down but he was com­ 
pletely expressionless,” Mo­ 
dell recalls. “ Then the doc­ 
tors told him what he had.”

“ It’s serious,” one doctor 
admitted. “ But it’s totally re­ 
missive now. People h a v e 
lived with this for years.” 
Davis nodded and, Modell 
remembers, “ seemed almost 
relieved now that he knew 
exactly what he was fight­ 
ing.” Davis asked that noth­ 
ing be said about his condi­ 
tion but agreed when Modell 
pointed out that his continu­ 
ing activity might be an in­ 
spiration to others fighting 
the disease. 
Ernie never fought harder 
on the gridiron than he did 
in the weeks that followed. 
But, because of the severity 
of his case, it was only a 
matter of time. 
“ Usually he would call me 
whenever he went into the 
hospital for a transfusion,” 
Modell said huskily. 
Then, last Thursday there 
was a call for Modell from 
the hospital advising him that 
Ernie’s 
condition 
suddenly 
had become critical. 
“ Earlier in the week he 
had bought a set of golf 
clubs,” Modell said. “ B u t 
Thursday before he went into 
the hospital he dropped into 
the office. He didn’t look 
good but he still was able 
to smile when he said he was 
going into the hospital ‘for a 
couple of days.’ ” 
They groped for conversa­ 
tion. this time was different 
from the others. 
“ I ’m sure,” Modell assert­ 
ed, “ that he had a premoni­ 
tion. I think he came to say 
goodbye.”

l ef t , 
walking 
with a proud, unyielding set 
to his shoulders. 
Davis entered the hospital 
Thursday at 2 p.m. Saturday 
at 2 a.m. he died. 
“ We’ve set up the Ernie 
Davis Leukemia Foundation,” 
Modell said. “ This way Ernie 
undoubtedly will make a big­ 
ger contributuion to mankind 
than if he had broken every 
scoring record in the pro foot­ 
ball books.”
